Claim 19 Is not clear (Art. 6 PCT), as the enzyme Inhibitor Is not 
defined by actual, concrete technical features (such as its chemical 
structure) which would clearly and unambiguously characterize it, but by 
the method of identifying said enzyme inhibitor. Such definition might 
well encompass known compounds Irrespective of their property of being 
enzyme Inhibitors identified by the method of the present application, 
and does not allow to discriminate between novel and known compounds. 
Furthermore, the application discloses in a clear way no enzyme 
inhibitors identified with the method of the present application. For 
these reasons, no search has been carried out on claim 19. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT). The applicant Is advised that the EPO 
policy when acting as an International Preliminary Examining Authority.
